IN D IA N T R IB A L F U N D S . 


House Comm ittee Authorizes a 
Bill 
For Allotm ent and Distribution. 
Washington, April 6.—The

eommitttee on Indian affairs author 
ized a bill providing for the allotment 
and distribution of Indian tribal funds. 
These funds 
aggregate 
$50,000,000, 
and are to be distributed to individual 
Indians on the order of the president 
who, upon application of the Indian, 
shall determine his fitness to relin­ 
quish the tribal relation and become 
a citizen of the United States.

DESPERATE HEROISM. 


Aa Inelilenl off t h e I n d ia n F i c t i o n s 
liar* 1R minnie. 
The desperate Intrepidity and war­ 
like heroism of the early settlers of Il­ 
linois are illustrated by an incident 
narrated In "Historic Illinois." The 
early days were a time of hardship, 
danger and death. Every forest covert, 
every tuft of prairie grass, might hide 
some skulking red enemy. Among the 
early 
frontiersmen 
was a 
Captain 
Whiteside, whose name became a ter­ 
ror among the Kickapoo*. 
A purty of fourteen white men led by 
Whiteside made an attack upon an eu 
campment of Indians of greatly supe­ 
rior force. Only one Indian e*ear>ed. 
During the heat of the skirmish Cap­ 
tain Whiteside was severely wounrf^ 
ho thought mortally, having received iA 
shot in the side. 
As he fell he called to his sons to 
keep on fighting and not to yield an 
inch of ground or permit the savages 
to tom I* his body. Del Whiteside, who 
had nlso lieen shot In the arm, so that 
he could no longer use Ills rifle, hastily 
examined his father’s wound, discover­ 
ing Mint the bullet had glanced along 
the ribs and lodged against the spine. 
With that daring and disregard for 
pain so often characteristic of bordar 
men he immediately whipped out his 
knife, gashed the skin, extracted the 
ball and held it up, crying: 
“You’n w o t dead yet, father:” 
The old man leaped to his feet, re­ 
newed the fight and bore his full part 
to the end. 
Many such instances of 
heroism distinguished the men who In 
those days of peril were called upon to 
defend the frontiers of Illinois.

ble connected with it after it has once 
been put In the ground.

Sometimes he has a 
tong Instrum ent hidden under bis coat, 
so thikt he can reach in and pick up a 
watch. Often again ho uses a simple 
stick with a slightly turned end, hook­ 
ing into a ring. 
The process of crushing in a plate 
front during the intervals of the pa­ 
trol of the pollee, at the sam e time 
making no noise, is done by pasting 
cloth or heavy paper ou the glass. A 
wood mallet is used, the hamm er ends 
being securely liound up iii a heavy 
woolen fabric stuffed with excelsior or 
kindred m aterial. W ith this soft head­ 
ed m allet it is possible to bang aw ay 
noiselessly i t the glass until the pane 
begius to crumble. Unless the plate is 
usually thick an opening can be made 
without much trouble.- 
In recent years jewelry thieve*, like 
bank robbers, have rented quarters 
near the place they Intended to rob 
and lived there long enough to study 
the situation. In one case a room w as 
hired over a jew elry store and en­ 
trance effected to the store by m eans 
of a rope ladder dropped from tile w in­ 
dow of the room to a wiudow leading 
to a hall in the store portion. In an ­ 
other case the bar spreader w as used 
to open the bars of a wiudow. This 
device consists of a spirally threaded 
shaft fitted into two blocks, w ith a 
central piece w ith a bur for turning. 
The blocks are adjusted betw een tw o 
Lars, the central piece turned, where­ 
upon the spiral shaft causes the blocks 
to expand sidewise, forcing the bars 
open. Then the Intruder can pass in. 
A story w as told of the removal of a 
safe in which the proprietor of ^ Jew el­ 
ry store w as accustomed to put his 
costly stock each night. 
It w as not a 
large safe, but exceedingly strong, and 
because of its light weight a number 
of bolts were put through the floor aud 
connected w ith the safe bottom. 
The 
proprietor often said that thieves could 
not take the safe unless they took floor 
and all. 
Not long after the store was 
entered, and, behold, the thieves had 
law ed out the section of the floor to 
which the safe w as fixed.

fragm ent of fuugus, bo sm all as to bo 
scarcely more than visible, would be 
likely to lodge.

Fish som etimes 
recover 
from a t­ 
tacks of fuugus, but much more often 
they do not. The fungus displaces the 
skiu. Inflammation is set up, and th*' 
place attacked becomes practically a 
sore. 
With Its continued grow th the 
fungus may cover the side of tin* fish 
and extend over the gills aud finally 
kill it.
